“That’s what I should have 
done, but simply didn’t do it,” he 
said. “I was just sick at heart 
about it.” 

Caudle, who was. head of the 
Justice Department's tax division, 
admitted that Nathan — gambler, 
promoter and influence peddler— 
had been his friend, Nathan ard 
Bert K. Naster, Hollywood (Fla.) 
business man, were accused by 
Teitelbaum last week in testi- 
mong before the committee of 
working together in the shake- 
down attempt on him. 

Caudle said the shake-down 
story was given him by his friend, 
I. T. Cohen, member of a firm 

in tax law cases. The 
fi had been instrumental 
getting Caudle some fur coats at 
cut rates. Teitelbaum told Cohen 

a call. from 
someone using a “deep gutteral 
voice with a German accent.” 
This was after he had turned 
down Nathan and Naster, Teitel- 
baum told Cohen. 

Warning to Teitelbaum. 

The caller warned Teitelbaum 
he had better pay up, that Na- 
than and Naster had Caudle and 
Charles W. Oliphant, the general 
counsel for the Internal Revenue 
Department, in their vest pocket. 
Oliphant resigned last week. 

Caudle said that when Cohen 
told him of the second call, he 
immediately thought of Henry H. 
Grunewald, Washington “mystery 
man,” who describes himself as a 
public relations counselor. Caudle 
said he had never met Grunewald 
but knew him as “the Dutchr..an.” 


Under questioning by subcom- 
mittee counsel, Adrian DeWind, 
Caudle said he had received a 
telephone call from Naster seek- 
ing to introduce Grunewald but 
that he had turned down the 
introduction. 


Caudle testified the call from 
Naster might have been July 15. 

Teitelbaum has testified it was 
on July 17 that he told Naster 
and Nathan in Miami “to go to 
hell.” He said the same day he 
got the anonymous call from the 
man with the gutteral voice urg- 
ing him to pay up. 

It was on July 23 that Oliphant 
expressed a “special interest” in 
the Teitelbaum tax file. On July 
25, Oliphant countermanded an 
order to send the file back to 
Chicago for further investigation, 
a step that resulted indirectly in 
the file being sent to the Justice 
Department for prosecution. 

Caudle’s and Cohen’s testimony 
today was the first intimation that 
any high government officials 
knew of the alleged shake-down 
attempt before it was reported to 
the subcommittee last week by 
Teitelbaum. Teitelbaum said Na- 
than and Naster told him they 
were close to a “clique” of high 
government officials who were 
looking for “soft touches” among 
people, like Teitelbaum, having 
tax difficulties. Caudle and Oli- 
phant were named by Nathan as 
belonging to the clique, Teitel- 
baum said. 

Second Mention. 

It was the second time Grune- 
wald had been brought into the 
Teitelbaum story. The other oc- 
casion was in secret testimony by 
Oliphant that Grunewald had 
shown a marked interest in the 
Teitelbaum tax case and had 
called on him to discuss it. 

DeWind pointed out that Caudle 
had had no hesitancy in associat- 
ing with Naster, a former convict, 
or Larry Knohl, convicted embez- 
zler who bought an airplane in a 
sale arranged by Caudle and for

scheme. 

Sehneier was arrested last July 

18 in St. Louis following his in- 
dictment on six counts of viola- 
tion of mail fraud statutes. Fed- 
eral investigators said Schneier 
obtained the money from. the 
Bank of Brazeau, Brazeau, Mo., 
and the Bank of Altenberg, Al- 
tenberg, Mo., by drawing checks 
at one bank and depositing them 
at the other, then reversing and 
repeating the process. 
The check-kiting operations 
forced the Brazeau bank, which 
suffered a loss of about $20,000, 
to close.

Farm conditions in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District, which 
includes most of Missouri, may 
well have improved more in the 
1945-50 period than in any other 
five-year term in the region’s his- 
tory, the Federal Reserve Bank 
af St. Louis said today in a study 
in its December Monthly Review. 


. Although the district still Jags 
behind the national average, the 
report said, the gap has been 
narrowed by increased mechani- 
vation, mecre fertilizer. use, in- 
creased livestock operations, 
bigger but fewer farms, and a 
decline in the number of tenant- 
operated properties. 

- Use of tractors and trucks on 
farms nearly doubled in the last 
five years, but even in Illinois 
sections of the district the num- 
ber of farms with tractors was 
only 62 per cent in 1950. Indiana 
was second highest with 51 per 
cent and Missouri third, with 42, 
while Mississippi was last with 
14. In 1945, percentages for the 
four states were 46, 35, 26 and 6, 
respectively. 

One of the major factors cur- 
tailing increased use of trucks, 
automobiles and tractors in large 
parts of the district is the rela- 


tive lack of hard-surfaced roads, ° 


the bank reported. 

‘In 10 Missouri counties,” it 
was stated, “60 per cent of the 
farms in 1950 were served by 
dirt roads only. In many other 
Missouri and Arkansas counties 
40 per cent of the farms were on 
dirt roads. In contrast, most 
counties in Illinois, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee had less 
than one-fifth of their farms so 
located.” 

The study observed that no 
other single improvement has 


done more to make farm life more | 


“livable” than extension of elec- | 
tric lines in rural areas. Missouri | 
and Kentucky, with 67 per cent | 
of farm homes having electricity, 
made a better showing than Mis- 
sissippi but lagged behind Indi- 
ana, Illinois, Tennessee and Ar- 
kansas. Only 29 per cent of Mis- 
souri farmers had electricity in 
1945. 
A surprising number of dis- 
trict farms still have no tele- 
“phones, it was stated, and there 
has not been much improvement 
since 1945 despite the progress 
in electrification. In Missouri, for 
example, 43 per cent of farmers 
had telephones in 1950 as against 
42 per cent five years previously. 

With the shift from tenant to 
owner operation has come a drop 
in the importance of tobacco and 
cotton and a remarkable upsurge 
in production of livestock and 
— products, the report 
sai 

The bank’s study pointed: out 
that in 68 of the 95 counties in 
Eighth District Missouri, more 
than 80 cents of every 1949 cash 
farm sales dollar came from live- 
stock and livestock products. In 
the Ozarks area, the proportion 
ran as high as 80 per cent. 


In addition to most of Missouri, | 
the Eighth Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict includes all of Arkansas and | 
parts of Illinois, Indiana, Ten- | 
nessee and Mississippi. The study | 


released today is based, largely 
on figures from the 1950 Census 
of Agriculture.

“As soon as he gets into the 
picture formally,” Lodge said, 
“he will be nominated as a Re- 
publican.” 

Lodge told his questioners he 
didn’t known when the general 
would return from Europe and to 
Civilian life. _ 

“I think the important contri- 
buticn he is making (as com- 
mander of the North Atlantic 
Treaty forces) will be completed 
soon,” he said, side-stepping all 
efforts to pin him down to a 
definite time. 

Duties in Europe. 

Asked if Eisenhower would be 
prevented from being a candi- 
‘date in the event his duties kept 
him in Europe until July, Lodge 
replied crisply: “They won't.” 

The Senator was asked what 
he will do if Eisenhower is not 
nominated by the Republicans. 

“I'll support the Republican 
nominee,” he replied, adding 
quickly: “But he will be the 
nominee.” 

Lodge said Eisenhower’s posi- 
tion of not identifying himself as 
a Repulican or announcing his 
availability for the presidency “is 
not political coyness at all.” | 

The general he said, is “doing 
his duty as a regular Army offi- 

r.””

knows more about “the factors 
that bring peace and war” than 
any other man alive.

al committee to boost New York’s 
total to 100 votes because he says 
the sate will not lose its Con- 
gressmen until 1953. 


His appeal will go before a con- 
vention committee headed by Roy 
E. Dunn of Minnesota, recently 
named by Taft to manage the 
Ohioan’s bid for support in Min- 
nesota. The committee will meet 
in San Francisco in January. 


The Taft camp counts seven of 
the 19 committee members as 
avowed supporters, while Eisen- 
hower has no _ public backer 
among the group.

“The Italian nation, though 
diminished in power by the war, 
will be ready to agree to reason- 
able limitation of its national sov- 
ereignty in unison with other 
European nations.”

The first and principal founda- 
tion for the projected common 
army, he declared, “must be a 
joint, elected, deliberative body 
with powers even of decision and 
control.” 

This joint parliament, he con- 
tinued, should exercise its au- 
thority through an “executive 
college” supported from the com- 
mon military budget. 

A “considerable part” of these 
funds, the Italian Premier as- 
serted, should come from direct 
taxes on individuals. He sug- 
gested that each participating na- 
tion turn over proceeds of a state 
monopoly—the tobacco monopoly, 
for example—to the common mili- 
tary budget. 

Ministers Meet Tomorrow. 

De Gasperi’s statement was the 
first word from one of the Euro- 
pean army planners on the man- 
ner in which the force could be 
financed. The Italian statesman 
meets here tomorrow with minis- 
ters of the other five govern- 
ments involved in the plan— 
France, The Netherlands, Bel- 
‘gium, Luxembourg and West 
Germany—to take up this and 
other issues stil] undecided in the 
Pleven plan draft. 

Urging support of the army 
from taxes on individuals, De 
Gasperi” argued that history 
teaches “that to meet a common 
expenditure solely by means of 
national contributions may lead 
to dangerous disputes and even 
to ultimate dissolution.” 

Appeal By Van Zeeland.

Van Zeeland declared: 

“The European army is one of 
those historical events which can- 
not be stopped from taking place.

I am 
convinced, and so is my country, 
that we will create this force in 
the very near future.”

Schuman said a “cellege of min- 
isters” could work out a common 
foreign policy “without votes and 
without majorities,” as similar 
problems are worked out within 
the individual. national cabinets.

The coiner of this somewhat embittered aphorism was a 
leading supporter of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower for the 
1 He meant that as the President grows 


weaker in the country, Senator Taft’s chances of gaining the Re- 
publican nomination improve proportionally. 


The reason is simple. As the 
President weakens, the orthodox 
Republicans are correspondingly 
emboldened to ignore the strong 
hints, in the polls and elsewhere, 
that Senator Taft is not their 
party’s most popular candidate. 
They look at the rather special 
result of the Ohio election last 
year. They listen to the oft-re- 
peated story that President Tru- 
man only won in 1948 because 
of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey’s “Me 
Too” campaign. And they drift 
‘happily toward the Taft camp. 


Quits Predicting Business 


This reporter has wholly re- 
tired from the business of pre- 
dicting elections; and no one in 
his senses, at this early date, 
would even try to guess at the 
outcome of a Taft-Truman or a 
Taft-Vinson race. It is worth 
pointing out, however, that the 
famous “Me Too” theory is just 
about as phony as any political 
theory can be. And the actual 
results in 1948 tell the story as 
clearly as any political story can 
be told. 


What really happened in 1948 
can be simply summarized. In 
most key states President Tru- 
man ran pretty far behind, and 
Gov. Dewey ran rather far ahead, 
of their respective tickets. The 
spread was unusually wide in 
states where the local -Republi- 
cans had ,waged campaigns of the 
orthodox, “Chicago Tribune”- 
tested sort. And the only Repub- 
lican of any significance who ran 
well ahead of Dewey was far 
more of a “Me Too” Republican 


in | than Dewey himself. 


Example In Illinois. 


In Illinois, for example, Presi- 
dent Truman squeaked through 
by a majority of only 33,000. But, 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson beat Col. 
Robert R. McCormick’s guberna- 
torial candidate, Dwight Green, 
by a gigantic majority of nearly 
575,000, while Senator Paul Doug- 
las trounced Curly Brooks by 
nearly 500,000 votes. 


Both Gov. Stevenson and Séna- 
tor Douglas were to the left of 
President Truman if anything. No 
one, by the wildest stretch of the 
imagination, could say that Green 
and Brooks were even slightly 
stained with me too tendencies. 
In Illinois, in fact, you could say 
that Dewey was dragged down by 
the extreme weakness of a vio- 


lently anti-me too ‘local ticket, 
which polled around half a mil- 


lion votes less than Dewey did. 
In Ohio, again, President True 
man squeaked through by the tiny 
majority of 17,000, while a Repub- 
lican gubernatorial candidate of 
the Taft stripe was beaten by 
Frank Lausche by more than 320,- 
000. There is no need to multi- 
ply these figures, which are broad- 
ly representative of the general 
tenaency throughout the country 
in 1948. But the exception is still 
worth noting. In Kentucky, Tru- 
man beat Dewey by 125,000, -but 
the extreme me too Republican, 
Sherman Cooper, came within 
only 25,000 votes of snatching the 
senatorship from Virgil Chapman. 
Facts Belie Theory. 


In plain language, the hard 
facts belie the whole me too the- 
ory. There are some other hard 
facts, that Republicans will also 
do well to bear in mind. In New 
York in 1948, for example, Dewey 
beat Truman by only 161,000 
votes, while Henry A. Walléce 
polled more then 500,000, most 
of which would have gone to Tru- 
man with no Progressive candi- 
date in the race. And in Penn- 
sylvania, Dewey carried the state 
by only 250,000, with 55,000 going 
to the Progvessives. 


This secondary group of facts 
suggests a further conclusion. The 
Republicans in 1948 not only lost 
a number of big, crucial states 
where they had strongly anti-me 
too local candidates. They also 
come perilously close to losing 
other large and important states, 
even though their local tickets 
were comparatively strong. And 
precisely these states are still 
doubtful. If Senator Taft is nom- 
inated, his situation is sure to be 
far from easy in New York, where 
Gov. Dewey’s organization will 
hardly put forth a great effort 
for him. In Pennsylvania, mean- 
while, the increasing decay of 
the Republican organization has 
just been dramatically disclosed 
by their loss of the ancient strong- 
hold of Philadelphia. |

ARMY PUTS PRICE 
TAGS ON EQUIPMENT 
IN ECONOMY DRIVE 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10 (AP)—The 
Army is putting price tags on 
equipment to make officers and 
GIs cost-conscious, Secretary of 
the Army Frank Pace said yester- 
day. The new Army program on 
the importance of preserving ex- 
pensive materiel was explained by 
Pace in a radio interview. 

He said the price tags were “a 
dramatic way of getting across to 
the soldier not only how important 
his job is, but how important it 
is that he use his equipment wise- 
ly and well.” 

Pace said other methods of mak- 
ing soldiers economy-minded were 
a six-hour indoctrination on the 
subject in basic training and a 
book called “Let’s Get Our Mon- 
ey’s Worth” which is available to 
all G.L.s.

‘In a recent column Mrs. Roosevelt 
stressed the need for an international 
organization to adjudicate disputes 
cs the nations and give the world 

UR Charter revision could make 

into such an organization. 

It would require that the organization 
have power to make and implement its 
own decisions. At present, national 
representatives must assemble, discuss 
and vote before the U.N. can act. Be- 
sides being slow and cumbersome, this 
method gives rise to suspicion that the 
will of the nation able to get the votes, 
rather than the tenets of strict justice, 
prevails. 

- World law is a requirement. The 
U.N. should be empowered to draw up 
and submit a code to the nations for 
ratification. It could define and outlaw 
aggression, set out the rights and duties 
of nations, guarantee security. U.N. 
powers would be detailed and strictly 
limited. A world court, to interpret 
‘the law and try cases, would be needed. 

A world police force, with strength 
enough to deter aggressors but not 
enough to become a threat, is a neces- 
gary part of the plan. Recruited by the 
‘U.N. command, the world police would 
constitute a force in being ready to 
meet any threat of war. 

Such an organization, made effective 
on ratification of the world code by a 
two-thirds or three-fourths majority of 
the nations, could be an effective stabil- 
ization force for the world. It would 
be a proper influence, almost a guaran- 
tee, for peace. Few peoples would al-

As the Massachusetts Senator stated the case, 
Soviet Russia ig believed to have from 16,000 to 
20,000 fighter planes of which 9000 may be avail- 
able for Western Europe. The Atlantic powers 
could not feel secure, he said, unless they had a 
two-to-one advantage in fighter strength, hence 
they need a tactical air strength in Europe of 
18,000 planes. 

Estimating that the United States would sup- 
ply about one-fifth of this goal, as well as 
building more than half of all the planes, the 
Senator concluded our Air Force should include 
at least 50 wings of tactical combat strength in 
a total force of 150 wings, The Pentagon has now 
trimmed this objective, for the present, to 143 
wings. 

. ° . 

Congress will, of course, have to examine this 
program critically, along with Army and Navy 
programs which will also no doubt call for ex- 
panded goals. 

Gen. Eisenhower told a NATO Jeleeation in 
October that the Soviet air force has not changed 
materially in numbers since 1949, and so Con- 
gress will have to ask whether the Russians’ pre- 
sumed improvement in quality represents a new 
threat of such magnitude as to demand another 
expansion of our own, 

Congress should also satisfy itself that securi- 
ty demands a two-to-one advantage on the 
Western side, as Senator Lodge contends. It 
should consider what the next step might be if 
the Russians should happen to decide that their 
security demands a two-to-one advantage on 
their side. : 

Perhaps even more important than the estab- 
lishment of realistic defense goals is agreement 
on a rate of defense spending which will give us 
the maximum of security with the minimum 
danger to the economy through a disastrous 
inflation. 

If defense spending is pushed so high that 
such an inflation gets under way, the dollars 
appropriated for defense will buy fewer planes, 
tanks and other “hardware” than we expect them 
to. In order to mreet the goals, the dollar budget 
would have to be raised again. That new step-up 
of spending would again increase inflationary 
pressures, and so on and on. 


Such a process might well prevent us from 
reaching our military targets and at the same 
time precipitate a damaging inflation. 

“ * ” 


Somewhere a balance has:to be struck which 
will provide the utmost in security without 
touching off a new inflationary spiral. Even the 
existing military goals, to say nothing of expan- 
sion, have some people worried. 


For example, Philip D. Reed, chairman of the 
General Electric Co., has recently declared that 
the goal of 65 billions in annual defense pro- 
duction by 1953 sets the peak “too high and too 
soon.” If total military requirements cannot be 
safely reduced, he says, then the program 
should be re-phased to spread over a longer 
period of time. Otherwise, he fears “serious po- 
litical and economic trouble.” 

“The dangers from another serious wave of 
inflation,” says Mr, Reed, “may be as great or 
greater than the dangers of further warlike 
moves on the part of Russia or her satellites.” 

He urges the nation to defend itself “equally 
and simultaneously” against both inflation and 
Communism. 

This is the problem which Congress must 
tackle. It is not really a choice between guns 


and butter. It is a case of deciding how many 


guns we can produce under present conditions 
without disastrously inflating the price of both 
guns and butter—of deciding how to obtain se- 
curity through military strength without losing 
security through economic weakness. 
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Congress and TV 


The National Grange proposes that sessions 
of Congress be televised so that the 800,000 
Grange members on their farm homes, may see 
legislative activities and watch and hear Sena- 
tors and Representatives in debate.

The basie idea is good, as the great interest 
in the Senate crime investigation hearings 
showed.

Test for Pleven 


The Pleven Government in France may well 
be a matter of splints and patghes, bicycle tape 
and baling wire, but Premier Pleven does have 
courage. And that courage plus a due regard for 
the seriousness of the world situation may carry 
the day for him. 

In any event, M. Pleven is staking the exist- 
ence of his regime on a vote on the Schuman 
Plan to be held in the French Assembly on 
Tuesday. This plan for the integration of the 
West European coal and steel industries, partic- 
ularly those of France and Germany, was .spon- 
sored by French Foreign Minister Schuman. 
Along with Gen. Eisenhower's NATO army, it 
could be one of the fundamental steps toward a 
closer integration, if not a unification of Europe. 
And that certainly seems essential if the West 
is to show maximum strength against the Rus- 
sian threat. 

Politicians, however, are not the realists they 
are supposed to be. The Schuman Plan has been 
dragged from pillar to post for months. So far, 
it has been formally adopted only by the Neth- 
erlands. In Germany it comes close to keing the 
No. 1 political football, and in France it is op- 
posed by both the left and the right—the Com- 
munists, the Gaullists and the Independents. Be- 
fveen them they may command enough votes to 
defeat the Government. M. Pleven’s chief hope 
would seem to be the Socialists. They want no 
part of his regime, but they are for the Schu- 
man Plan. |

What is required is as plain as day. It is a 
man or group without connection with the Tru- 
man Administration—a man or group of men in 
whom citizens will at once have confidence. 
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Not-So-Silent Dictatorship 


It takes a long time for important news to 
seep out of a dictatorship, if the news is un- 
fayorable to the dictator, but sooner or later 
the news does appear. And so the British press 
has discovered just how Francisco Franco 
treated the mass strikes of last March in Barce- 
lona and Catalonia generally. 

Even at the time the strikers made it, plain 
what they wanted. They wanted a minimum 
standard of living. Wages had gone up only 55 
per cent since before the war but food costs 
had risen as much as 700 per cent. Most persons 
patronized the black market to supplement a 
daily ration of less than 1000 calories. Corrup- 
tion infecte@ the state-controlled economy. 

Franco reacted in characteristic manner. He 
denounced the spontaneous strike as ‘foreign 
inspired.” His police fired on the strikers. His 
Government censored the Catholic labor organ, 
Tu, which openly backed the strike. Hundreds 
were arrested, but most were released. The 
strike that began from poverty ended with pov- 
erty and few outside Spain knew how. 

Now it is known, London newspapers report 
that in mid-summer, Franco police arrested 34 
men and women accused of organizing the 
strikes. These persons have now been. trans- 
ferred to the notorious Ocana prison in Toledo, 
where convicts often face execution. The vindic- 
tive Franco Government has not‘ forgotten the 
sudden dramatic and non-violent opposition in 
Catalonia. But neither has it been able to hide 
its vindictiveness. 

If Franco thinks this is a recommendation for 
friendship. or even economic help from the 
United States, he is as mistaken as he can be. 
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What Political Football? 


In réceiving the 1951 award of the New York 
Touchdown Club for service to football, Gen. 
MacArthur mentioned a certain “overbalancing 
emphasis ... given to the revenue producing 
phase” of the game. But he reserved his “one 
word of warning” for something else, namely, 
“governmental bureaucratic regulation.” 

This strikes us as strictly an offside, worth 
five yards in the wrong direction. It appears 
that there are certain things wrong with foot- 
ball—the recruiting and payment of players, the 
promotions and profits in an amateur sport. 
But one of the evils that can easily be omitted 
is Government regulation. It simply isn’t there. 

The Department of Interior operates no foot- 
ball preserve. The Agriculture Department has 
no football farms (they are under private educa- 
tional management). Even the Justice Depart- 
ment has kept aloof from inquiring into some 
of the rather monopolistic phases of the game. 

In fact, the nearest the Government gets to 
football generally is at a couple of places oper- 
ated by the Department of Defense, known as 
West Point and Annapolis, and didn’t the Gen- 
eral supervise (we will not say regulate) ath- 
letics at one of those institutions back in 1919? 
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Europe Must Dig More Coal 


Of all the products which this country could 
efficiently ship to Europe, coal ranks close to 
the bottom of the list. Europe can and should 
produce its own coal and conserve its dollar re- 
sources-—-whether they come from American aid 
or from earnings—for something else. 

Most Americans therefore will share the dis- 
appointment of the Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration at what it calls the “shocking” fail- 
ure of European coal production to meet Euro- 
pean needs. Total output is only 93 per cent of 
prewar and the Marshall Plan countries plan to 
go on importing American coal at least into 
1956. This plan has now been rejected by Paul 


-R. Porter, acting ECA representative to the 


European nations, 


The coal problem, like many others, gets back 
in the end to the, problem of European unifica- 
tion, The mining countries have difficulty in in- 
creasing output under conditions of full employ- 
ment, for the very good reason that many men 
will not dig coal when they can get other jobs. 
On the other hand Italy has thousands of unem- 
ployed workers who would jump at the chance 
to dig coal in Britain, where some are already 
employed in the mines, and elsewhere. 


My. Porter properly points out that with a 
pool of unemployed in Italy it does not make 
sense to lose coal production elsewhere for lack 
of manpower, In other words, here is another 
case where reduction of national barriers ¢an 
contribute immediately to higher production. To 
that and to the more rapid adoption of coal dig- 
ging machinery to increase productivity Europe 
must lok, rather than to continued American 
aid, for thé solution of its coal-problem.

The Declaration of Human Rights 


Parts of the “Universal Declaration of Human Rights,” Proclaimed 
by the United Nations General Assembly on This Date in 1948 


Article 1. All human beings are born 
free and equal in dignity and rights. They 
are endowed with reason and conscience 
and should act towards one another in a 
spirit of brotherhood. 


Article 2. Everyone is entitled to all 
the rights and freedoms set forth in this 
Declaration, without distinction of any 
kind, such as race, colour, sex, language, 
religion, political or other opinion, nation- 
al social origin, property, birth or other 
status. 


Article 3. Everyone has the right to 
life, liberty and security of person. 

Article 4.. No one shall be held in slav- 
ery or servitude; slavery and the slave 
trade shall be prohibited in all their forms. 


Article 5. No one shall be subjected to 
torture or to eruel, inhuman or degrad- 
ing treatment or punishment. 


Article 7. All are equal before the law 
and are entitled: without any discrimina- 
tion to equal Rage te of the law. All 
are entitled ‘to equal protection against 
any discrimination in violation of this 
Declaration and against any incitement to 
such discrimination. 

Article 8. Everyone has the right to an 
effective remedy by the competent nation- 
al tribunals for acts violating the funda- 
mental rights granted him by the constitu- 
tion or by law. 

Article 9. No one shall be subjected to 
arbitrary arrest, detention or exile. 


Article 14. (1) Everyone charged with 
a penal offense has the right to be pre- 
sumed innocent until proved guilty accord- 
ing to law in a public trial at which he 
has had all the guarantees necessary for 
his defense. 

(2) No one shall be held. guilty of any 
penal offense on account of any act or 
omission which did not constitute a penal 
offense, under national or international 
law, at the time when it was committed. 
Nor shall a heavier penalty be imposed 
than the one that was applicable at the 
time the penal offense was committed. 


Article 12. No one shall be subjected 
to arbitrary interference with his privacy, 
family, home or correspondence, nor to at- 
tacks upon his honor and reputation. 
Everyone has the right to the protection 
of the law against such interference, or 
attacks. 


Article 13. (1) Everyone has the right 
to freedom of movement and residence 
within the borders of each state. 

(2) Every one has the right to leave any 
country, including his own, and to return 
to his country. 

Article 14. (1). Everyone has the right 
to seek and to enjoy in other countries 
asylum from persecution. 

(2) This right may not be invoked in the 
case of prosecutions genuinely arising 
from non-political crimes or from acts 
contrary to the purposes and principles of 
the United Nations. 

Article 15. (1) Everyone has the right 
to a nationality. 

(2) No one shall be arbitrarily deprived 
of his nationality nor denied the right to 
change his nationality,

age, without any limitation due to race, 
nationality or religitn, have the right to 
marry and to found a family, They are 
entitled to equal rights as to marriage, 
during marriage and at its dissolution.

handsome book of Life magazine format, 
making lavish use of pictures to present a 
synthesis of the biography of Western 
Man, borders on the spectacular. Contem- 
poraneous drawings and paintings of era 
after era illuminate the progress of West- 
ern Man from the dawn of the Middle 
Ages to the present. 

John Shaw Billings, editorial director 
of Time Incorporated, says in the fore- 
word that while the internretation is that 
of Life’s editors, it is simply an effort “to 
express as best we could the consensus 
of generations of scholars whose philoso- 
phy of history accords transcendant sig- 
nificance to human affairs.” The idea for 
this pictorial. experiment sprang from the 
responses that L'fe magazine got when it 
began to tell the story of Western Man in 
1947 with a series of pictures and text 
articles. 

This instant response, Editor Billings 
asserts, “was proof enough that all of us 
today, regardless of our private eccentrici- 
ties of thought, are bound together by a 
feeling of responsibility to the past FOR 
the future.” New material was written, 
new illustrations were uncovered and the 
colored pages were almost doubled in 
number.

The spotlight of history, as guided by 
Life’s editors, hits these high spots: Spirit 
of the Middle Ages; Medieval Life; Renais- 
sance Man; Glory of Venice; Age of Ex- 
ploration; Protestant Reformation; Age of 
Enlightenment; Eighteenth Century Eng- 
land; Age of Revolutions; The Amer- 
ican Idea. The energetic Eleanor of Aqui- 
taine, only woman ever to be queen of 
both Engiand and France, gets a page with 
emphasis on her “amorous wisdom.” Two 
pages are devoted to “Four Men Taught 
the Renaissance.” They are listed as: “Pico: 
Ho-v to Think; Machiavelli: How to Gov- 
ern; C one: How to Live; Savonarola: 
How to Die.” Two more pages are devoted 
to “Four Figures Who Shaped the Nine- 
teenth Century,” Bonaparte, Marx, Queen 
Victoria and Darwin. 

Samuel Johnson, with full-page repro- 
duction of Sir Joshua Reynolds’ portrait 
of him, and some more illustrations and 
text on the opposite page, gets consider- 
ably more attention. So does Jean Jaques 
Rousseau with a full page on which he is 
described as “a contradictory man who 
had a highly contradictory effect on his 
age.” Another French philosopher who 
draws a full page is Voltaire, with four 
illustrations from his “Candide” which 
must have been the result of a blind-

Housekeeping Problem. 


One answer, in Gen. Handy’s 
view, is to allow the families of 
married men to come with them. 
As a consequence of this deci- 
sion American dependents in Ger- 
many now number. 40,000. And 
newcomers have been told that 
their wives and children may join 
them when housing is found. 
This, however, makes a fantas- 
tic housekeeping problem, with 
schools to be. maintained for 
9,000 American children from kin- 
dergarten to high school. 

This provision also raises the 
hazards of a Russian attack. A 
carefully detailed plan has been 
worked out for the evacuation of 
dependents in a 48-hour period, 
which might even be possible un- 
der conditions of extreme urgency 
in 24 hours. 

Finding housing for all these 
American families in overcrowd- 
ed Western Germany has been 
difficult, giving rise to animosity 
among the Germans who find 
themselves dispossessed. This has 
other political implications, too. 
All the households of commis- 
sioned officers and the top three 
grades of noncoms get free house- 
hold servants supplied out of the 
occupation costs that are paid by 
the German Government. 


Never Had It So Good. 


This is a source of bitterness 
among the Germans and it has 
been a bone of contention with 
High Commissioner John McCloy, 
who tried to end the privilege 
and set an example by forbidding 
civilian Americans to get free 
maid service. 

In itself, this is trivial enough, 
but it’s a symbol of the effort 
to bridge the period of occupa- 
tion, with privileges for the con- 
querer and the status of an in- 
dependent Germany. That effort 
is greatly complicated by the ne-

The Ballet Theatre returned to 
St. Louis for a ‘single perform- 
ance at Kiel Auditorium last night 
with a company that showed every

The 
corps de ballet was both crisp and 
fluent in- this performance; and 
Mary Ellen Moylan, who figured 
prominently in the dancing of the 
principals, expressed, in more spe- 
cific terms, the vernal charm that 
colored the whole scene. ) 
Jean Babile and Nathalie acted 
out the grim little drama entitled 
“The Young Man and Death” 
whose plot and choreography were 
fabricated jointly by Jean Cocteau, 
and Roland; and they comported 
themselves with great agility. The 
moral of the story seemed to be 
that a young man who let -his 
girl kick him in the teeth might 
as well hang himself. The kick in 
the teeth was executed duite lit- 
erally as was the resort to the 
gallows which the young. man, 
with great forethought, had set 
up in his garret studio for use 
when needed, 

The alliance between Cocteau’s 
morbid essay and the music of 
Bach’s Passacaglia in C Minor— 
which was played quite well for 
such a small orchestra—was un- 
doubtedly the strangest in the 
history of the arts. One could lis- 
ten to the Gothic splendors of 
Bach or one could watch the 
grisly acrobatics on the stage but 
it was impossible to keep both 
in the same focus of attention. 
By contrast the bright, jazzy 
and lightly exuberant music of 
Morton Gould was a perfect 
complement of the dancing in the 
Jerome Robbin’s choreography 
for “Interplay.” This piece was 
wholly exhilarating and thorough- 
ly Américan without any depend- 
ence on cowboy chaps, Mother 
Hubbards, sun bonnets or other 
stereotyped symbols. 

The program was concluded 
with a precise execution of 
George Balanchine’s “Theme and 
Variations” to music by Tschai- 
kowsky. Igor Youskevitch per- 
formed with precision, and a con- 
siderable plasticity that gave his 
movements an emotional as well 
as a decorative quality. Alicia 
Slonso was like a galvanized piece 
of sculpture. Her control was 
perfect: What she lacked was 
radiance or the visual equivalent 
of tonal resonance. 

The ballet’s most obvious need 
is for two or three outstanding 
principals capable of providing 
emotional explosions at climactic 
moments. The corps de ballet 
and the secondary principals are 
now finely trained, thoroughly 
disciplined and animated by a 
dynamic spirit. 

The small orchestra played at 
a high level of competence under 
the direction of Joseph Levine. 
Edmund Horn gave a good .per- 
formance in the solo part of the 
Chopin concerto.

THE REV. DR. M'CORKLE 
RESIGNS AS PASTOR 


He Will Assume Presbyterian 


Executive Secretary Post 
in Georgia. 


The Rev. Dr. William Hart Mc- 
Corkle resigned yesterday as pas- 
tor of Westminster Presbyterian 
Church to accept the position of 
executive secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Evangelism, Presbyterian 
Church, U. S. (southern). He will 
assume his new position Jan, 15, 
with headquarters at Atlanta, Ga. 
A special meeting of the con- 
gregation has been called for 
next Sunday to act on the pas- 
tor’s resignation, which he read 
at yesterday’s morning service. 
Westminster Church, Delmar 
and Union boulevards, is one of 
the largest Presbyterian churches 
in St. Louis. Yesterday was Dr. 
McCorkle’s sixth anniversary as 
minister of the church. During 
his pastorate he has received 871 
members into the church, and the 
present membership is 1025. 

Dr. McCorkle was one of the 
chaplains of 
World- War II. He became a chap- 
lain in the U. S. Naval Reserve 
in August, 1942, and was ‘as- 
signed to the U. S. Marine Corps 
and served with the Marine Raid- 
ers in the South Pacific for 22 
months. He received the Silver 
Star, Bronze Star, and the Purple 
Heart with four combat stars. 

After the war, he served as 
chaplain at the Naval Academy, 
Annapolis, Md., for 11 months. 
He was discharged from the 
service to accept the pastorate of 
Westminster Church, Dec. 9, 1945. 

Born in Rock Hill, S.C., Dr. 
McCorkle was graduated from 
the Citadel, Military College of 
South Carolina at Charleston, and 
from Union Theological Seminary, 
Richmond, Va. He received his 
master’s degree in theology from 
Princeton Seminary, Princeton, 
N.J., in 1929, and the Doctor of 
Divinity degree in 1934 from 
King College, Bristol, Tenn.-Va. 

He is .married and has two 
children. ‘

It also recommended—and Con- 
gress created in 1926—the Joint 
Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation, upon which it imposed 
the duty of watching constantly 
the administration of the laws 
and for which it provided an ex- 
pert staff. 

To this committee was dele- 
gated sweeping and all-inclusive 
powers: to investigate every phase 
and function of tax law admin- 
istration—the Internal Revenue 
Bureau and its army of collectors, 
any executive department, estab- 
lishment or agency charged with 
administration of the tax system, 
and “such other investigations in 
Fespect of such system of taxes 
as the joint committee may deem 
mecessary.” 


Inactive Committee. 


This committee was, and is, 
composed of 10 members, the 
ranking members of each party 
on the House Ways and Means 
and Senate Finance Committees. 
They are recognized party lead- 
ers in Congress. Membership on 
these top committees signifies

U.S. Steel Expected to 
.Make Some Offers To- 


day on Grievances and 
Seniority. | 


PITTSBURGH, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
Negotiators of the CIO United 
Steel Workers and big United 
States Steel Corp. resume con- 
tract talks today amid reports that 
Washington officials may point 
the way to a possible wage settle- 
ment by permitting a pay boost 
through higher incentive (produc- 
tivity) payments. 

Philip Murray, president of 
both the CIO and its million- 
member steel workers’ union, is 
asking for a “substantial” wage 
increase. He has indicated he 
would be far from satisfied with 
the 4- to 5-cent maximum increase 
which is permitted under current 
governmental wage ceiling limita- 
tions. According to a management 
source, steel workers now average 
about $1.85 an hour. 

Before the new contract nego- 
tiations started, Benjamin F, Fair- 
less, president of United States 


Steel, said he thought the wage 


issue ultimately would be de- 
cided in Washington. Fairless and 
other industry leaders assert a 
boost in wages will be followed 
by an increase in the price of 
steel. 

Management Offers. 


When the contract talks with 
United States Steel 
last Thursday a 
spokesman indicated the corpora- 
tion would make some offers to- | 
day on -uch matters as grievances | 
and seniority. Murray has pre- 
sented “Big Steel” with 22 de- 
mands which the union is asking 
in all negotiations with other steel 
companies. 


Most of the other negotiations 
are in recess pending theb talks’ 
with United States Steel, which 
traditionally set the pattern for 
the industry. 

The negotiators are working 
against a Dec. 31, 1951, deadline, 
after which the union is free to 
strike. 

In Providence, R. I., a member 
of the union’s national negotiating 
committee said the contract dis- 
cussions between the steel work- 
ers and the basic steel industry 
are not going smoothly. 

Lawrence N, Spitz, sub-area di- 
rector in Rhode Island for the 
United Steel Workers, told a state 
CIO convention yesterday that it 
is touch-and-go whether the steel 
union will strike at the end of 
the year. 

Criticizes Steel: Men, 

Spitz, who has been attending 
the Pittsburgh meetings, criticized 
steel industrialists for holding to 
what he called the same kind of 
economic thinking they had in 
1937.

UT in Pittsburgh, representatives of the CIO United States 
Steel Workers’ Union and the United States Steel Corp. are 
going through the motions of “collective bargaining.” The steel 

union is demanding a “substantial” wage boost. Thirty cents an hour 
is the word from the cloakroom, But United States Steel Corp. will 
talk only a few pennies—unless a price increase goes along with it, 


So, the real bargaining won't 
be .ddne in Pittsburgh, but in 
Washington. The real bargainers 
aren’t Benjamin Fairless, presi- 
dent of United States Steel, and 
his. aids and Philip Murray, presi- 
dent of the Steel Workers, 
Harry Truman, President of the 
United States, and Murray. 

What Truman lets Murray

Earnings of rub- 
ber companies are some 25 per 
cent higher this year than last, 
and last year was the best in 
the industry’s history. But steel 
earnings in the first nine months 
of 1951 are off 19 per cent. 
United States Steel reported a

WASHINGTON. Dec. 10 (AP)—The 
Agficulture Department, in its final re- 
port of the year, today estimated this 
year’s cotton crop at 15, ame 000 bales 
of 500 pounds riros~ Weig 

This estimate is 481, 00 bales less 
tan the 15,771,001 bale crop forecast 
a month ago It is much larger, however. 
than last year’s very small crop of 
10,012,000 bales, a:.d considerably larger 
than the 10-year (1940-49) average of 
12.030,0000 bales. 

The indicated crop falls slightly _— 
the Government's production goal of at 
least 16,000,000 bales, 

The department has called for another 
big crop next year—again at least 16,- 
000,000 bales—to meet heavy demands 
under the preparedness program and to 
supply customers abroad. 

The department estimated the 
yield of lint cotton at an avera age of 
274.5 pounds compared with 269.2 last 
year and 265.9 for the 10-year average. 

The acreage tiarvested was estimated 
at 26,698,000 acres compared with 17, 
843,000 last year end 21,622,000 for 
the 10-year average. 

In an accompany ioe report, the Census 
Bureau said 12,802,634 running bales 
of cotton were ginned ovrior to SS 2 
compared with 785,265 to the same 
date last year and 13, '975.840 tyo years 


ago. 

No estimate of cottonseed production 
was given. But the department said that 
if the ratio of i:irt to cottonseed is the 
same as the averafo for the past five 
ears, production would be .186,000

Officer Uses Frank F. Mayo’s 
Own Pistol When He Breaks 
Away After Arrest. 


a 


Frank F. Mayo, a former con- 
vict who has been sought for 
questioning in a $4200 St. Louis 
robbery, was shot and wounded 
yesterday when he broke away 
from officers who had placed him 
under arrest at Nashville, II. 

St. Louis police questioned 
Mayo today at St. Mary's Hos- 
pital, Centralia, where he was 
taken after his right ankle was 
broken by a shot fired by State 
Patrolman Wesley Jones, who 
used a revolver he had just taken 
from the ex-convict. The shooting 
occurred in the Nashville busi- 
ness district. 

Charges of carrying a concealed 
weapon and resisting arrest were 
being prepared against Mayo at 
Nashville. Following the shooting, 
police searched Mayo’s home at 
Mount Vernon, IJl., and reported 
recovering $2500 in Government 
bonds and about $1700 worth of 
antique dishes and silverware 
taken Nov. 14 in a house burglary 
there. A woman with whom Mayo 
had been living was taken into 
custody. ° 

Short Chase Before Capture. 

Mayo was first sighted yester- 
day by two patrolmen from the 
Lucas* Avenue Station who went 
to Nashville in search of him. Po- 
lice said Mayo’s picture had been 
identified by a witness as one of 
the two armed men who held up 
Peter Mascazzini back of his tav- 
ern at 1000 Central Industrial 
drive, Nov. 29. 

The St. Louis officers observed 
Mayo alight from an automobile 
and summoned Sheriff Albert 
Gorman of Washington county. 
The sheriff, aczompaniea by three 
state patrolmen, arrived just in 
timc to see Mayo drive away. He 
was forced *» the curb following a 
short chase. 

Mayo was ordered from his au- 
tomobile and Patrolman Jones re- 
moved a revolver from the man’s 

waistband. As Sheriff Gorman 
started to place handcuffs on 
Mayo’s wrists, however, Mayo 
m.ade a sudden dash for freedom. 
He broke away from St. Louis po- 
lice in a similar manner last June 
13 vhile handcuffed, and made 
good his escape at that time. 


One Shot Fells Mayo. 


Patrolman Jones said he fired 
one shot. from Mayo’s revolver 
at a distance of about 50 feet to 
fell the fleeing man. 

In his automobile the police 
found a bullet-proof vest and a 
draft card and Army discharge 
papers bearing the name of a 
University City man. Mayo was 
carrying $250 in currency. 

Mayo was handcuffed to his bed 
at the hospital and was under 
constant guard by two state 
patrolmen. He is 35 years old and 
was paroled a year ago from the 
Southern Illinois Penitentiary at 
Menard after serving 14 years 
for robbery. He formerly lived 
in the 2200 block of McNair ave- 
nue here. 

A second suspect in the Mas- 
cazzini robbery was _ arrested 
shortly after the holdup. 


POLICEMAN INJURED 
AS 2 BOMBS GO OFF 
IN AIR RAID DRILL 


LIMA, O., Dec. 10 (UP)—A 
police officer was injured seri- 
ously as two bombs exploded in 
a series of accidents in an air 
raid drill here yesterday. 

Officer Charles F. Bozeman, 
43 years old, was hit in the face 
by a bomb that exploded as he set 
it off to signal the beginning of 
the drill. A part of his skull 
was blown away and he suffered 
serious burns. His recovery was 
considered doubtful. 

The second accident with a 
bomb burned tke clothing of an- 
other policeman but the officer 
suffered only minor injuries. 

Six other persons were hospit- 
alized in a traffic accident. They 
were injured when an ambulance 
and three automobiles collided 
during a “mock” emergency run.

TWO NEW VETERANS 
INSURANCE POLICIES 


Those Who Served Since 
Korean War Are 
Eligible. 


The New York Herald Tribune-Post-Dispatch

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10—Veter- 
ans of the armed fortes who have 
served anywhere in the world 
since the start of the war in Ko- 
rea on June 27, 1950, are eligible 
for two new types of low-cost 
Government life insupance. They 
are: 

1A ial atat five- 
year-term policy which may be 
renewed every five years at the 
premium rate for the age then 
attained. 

2. A special form of National 
Service Life Insurance, on 
either term or permanent plan, 
which may be issued to veter- 
ans with service-connected dis- 
abilities. 

To qualify for the first, a veter- 
an must have been ordered to 
active duty for 31 days or longer 
and subsequently been released. 
The policy is worth from $1000 
to $10,000 and there is no phys- 
ical examination. Application 
must be made to the Veterans’ 
Administration within 120 days 
after release or separation. 

For the second type, veterans 
must have two requirements: 1. 
They must have been released or 
separated from active service on 
or after April 25, 1951, under 
other than dishonorable condi- 
tions. 2. They must be found by 
the VA to be suffering from a 
service-connected disability for 
which VA compensation would be 
payable. They must not also be 
suffering from any non-service- 
connected disability that would 
make them uninsurable. 

Applications must be filed 
within one year of the date the 
VA finds the applicant’s disabil- 
ity was service-connected. To- 
tally disabled veterans may ap- 
ply for a ‘waiver of premium. _

The drinks included champagne, cocktails 
and whisky, plus slivovitz, the national liquor. 
Slivovitz is a positively lethal plum brandy, and is 
doubtless the reason Yugoslavs are so gloriously 
intrepid, argumentative and romantic. 

Yugoslavia is chic now, and has been since Tito 
indicated a certain warmth of feeling for the West- 
ern powers. There were several years before the 
change of tune when the Yugoslav national day 
receptions had the unwashed and slightly odd 
aspect of the Soviet Embassy receptions, with jun- 
jor commissars from somewhere in New Jersey 
lapping up the liquor and looking faintly sinister 
behind the caviar. 

But for the past few years it has been increas- 
ingly respectable, and even elegant, to be seen at 
the Yugoslav Embassy, and the junior commissars, 
as well as representatives of the Iron Curtain 
countries, have been liquidated socially if not 
otherwise.

“The theory ig that as we de: 
velop tactical ‘A-bombs with 
guided missiles, the cost of at- 
tacking a city could be so great 
that the enemy couldn’t afford it. 
But if atomic bombs keep getting 
bigger and bigger and it contin- 
ues to be militarily possible and 
feasible to use them against 
cities, it could, of course, mean 
the end of the human race. 


“However,” he added, “I don’t 
think the human race is that 
stupid.” 

Misinformation, rather than 
apathy, is the serious problem in 
setting up an adequate civil de- 
fense, Steinbicker said. 

“I think all this talk about 
apathy is just that, talk. The 
problem is lack of information. 
The University of Michigan opin- 
ion research center did a survey 
on what people think about the 
bomb and it found that more 
than one-half of those questioned 
over-estimated the effect of a 
bomb explosion.”

Atomic weapons will not destroy 
the ‘earth. Not even hydrogen 
bombs will blow the earth apart 
or kill us all by radioactivity. 

Doubling bomb power does not 
double destruction. Modern A- 
bombs can cause heavy damage 
two miles away, but doubling their 
pewer would extend that range 
only to two and one-half miles. 

Radioactivity is not the bomb’s 
greatest threat. In most atom 
raids, blast and heat are by far 
the greatest dangers that people 
must face. Radioactivity alone 
would account for only a small 
percentage of all human deaths 
and injuries, except in under- 
ground or underwater explosions. 

Radiation sickness is not always 
fatal. In small amounts, radio- 
activity seldom is harmful. Even 
when serious. radiation sickness 
follows a heavy dosage, there is 
still a good chance for recovery. 

And he lists these “six survival 
secrets” for atomic attacks: 

Try to get shielded, drop flat 
on ground or floor, bury your face 
in your arms, never lose your 
head and don’t rush outside right 
after a bombing, don’t take chanc- 
es with food or water in open con- 
tainers, don’t start rumors. 

“The A-bomb, with its triple 
punch of blast, heat and radiation, 
can damage a large area. Within 
about a half mile of ‘ground zero’ 
(this is the spot on the d 
over which the bomb is exploded), 
the combination of blast and fire 
will destroy nearly all the build- 
ings above ground level. From a 
half mile to one mile out, very 
serious damage will be done, From 
a mile to two miles out the dam- 
age will be less serious, such as 
shattered windows. Farther out 
than two miles, very little damage 
will be done.”

I know doctors who worked so hard 
during the war that they began to summon extra stamina 
with a jab in the arm, and so wrecked themselves on their 
own prescriptive shoals. 

- You can understand invalids — people who hurt so 
bad that they buy surcease from pain with dope, and who 
then seek pain as an excuse to procure more dope.

BUT THE BUSINESS of being a kid, rich or poor, ugly 
or pretty, fat or thin, is such an exciting thing that it needs 
sedative more than stimulus.

Fix It Yourself

Stains on Plumbing Fixtures. 


FIXTURE like a bathtub or 

kitchen sink looks like a 

rugged piece of equipment, 
and it is if you let it drop on your 
toe. On the other hand the finish 
can be damaged in a number of 
ways and once it is, trying to 
patch it up is uphill work. 


The most common sort of dam- 
age to the finish of porcelain and 
enameled fixtures are _ those 
caused by someone trying to re- 
move ae stain. Harsh abrasive 
powders or items such as steel 
wool er sandpaper which are 
often employed to remove a stub- 
born stain can permanently dam- 
age the finish. 


If you have a stain that won't 
come out through ordinary clean- 
ing methods, try rubbing the area 
with a paste of kerosene and 
a scratchless cleaning powder. 
Household ammonia or a house- 
hold bleach is also effective. Mix 
a solution of either with water 
and let it stand overnight in the 
fixture or soak some up in a 
sponge or blotting paper and Iet 
this sit on the stain for awhile. 


In the long run you'll probably 
find it easier not to stain the fix- 
ture than to remove the stain 
once it’s on. Rust stains are 


caused by dripping faucets and ~ 


stopping the drip will stop the 
stain. Many stains are caused by 
leaving cut fruits and vegetables 
on the sink counter or in the sink. 
These can be extremely difficult 
to remove if very deep. 


The huge family of spices can 
add considerable more spice to 
your everyday cooking. The sea- 
soners suitable for meats are the 
sturdier herbs like oregano, rose- 
mary, sage and thyme. Remem- 
ber too, when using any fresh 
herbs, double the amount as when 
using the dried ones.

To be fair to North, South 
should have brought home six 
no-trump, but if South had been 
permitted to land at six clubs, he 
scarcely could have found a way 
of going down. 

North’s jump to two diamonds 
on the first round was quite in 
order, as was his following bid of 
spades, but when South then bid 
three no-trump, Nerth became too 
impatient. The proper, logical 
move over three no-trump was 
the marking-time call of four dia- 
monds. South could not pass—the 
original two-diamond response 
had been forcing to game, at 
least—and by bidding this four 
diamonds and staying under game 
for the moment, North would 
achieve two ends: he would give 
a more rounded description of 
his own hand-pattern, and would 
simultaneously afford South the 
chance to describe his distribu- 
tion more graphically. Given that 
chance, South, if alert to his op- 
portunity, would jump to six 
clubs. The mere fact that North 
had gone past the no-trump level 
would be significant, and, in con- 
nection with his other calls, would 
give South ample justification for 
this jump. North, in turn, should 
accept six clubs as the final con- 
tract. 

At the actual six-no-trump con- 
tract, South made the mistake of 
taking the diamond finesse. When 
it lost, a spade was returned by 
the astute East player. 

The proper play for six no- 
trump was to lead spades toward 
dummy. This plan would succeed 
if either the ace or the jack of 
spades was on side—assuming, of 
course, that South didn’t guess 
badly if West ducked.
